Five area producers, United States Sugar Cor- 
poration, Sugarcane Growers Cooperative, 
Osceola Farms Co., Atlantic Sugar Association 
and Okeelanta Sugar Corporation, announced 
Monday, Sept. 2 they will forfeit.

What has not been pointed out in the furor 
over the possible default, said Yancey, is that 
those same companies have made that announce- 
ment twice before this summer. 
The original loans were due June 30 and the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
granted a 30 day extension at that time. Again

Not just a job 

I got a rare, up close view of that unusually 
close knit fraternity called law enforcement 
this paat Saturday. 

'. Officers from several local agencies gazed 
out at the 4.5 acre square of sugarcane alo; 
US 27 as afternoon temperatures rose into tha 
high 90s. They nervously gripped shotguris’ 
and automatic weapons as they stood at their 


positions. 
Somewhere inside that thick

tremely dangerous. 

The task of finding him was akin to the pro- 

verbial needle in a haystack challenge. But the 
- stakes very well could include their lives. 

It is at times like this that you look at law en- 
forcement Officers and wonder what kind of 
person it takes to do their job. 

Its usually a thankless task: ‘The only time 
the general public seems to be aware of them is 
if they are writing a traffic ticket. Then the 
words are never complimentary. 

How would you feel if every morning before 
you went to work, the thought would creep in- 
to the back of your mind that you might not 
return that night, That your wife could become 
a widow, your children left fatherless, all at the 
whim of some unkown person perhaps strung 
out on drugs. 

How would you feel knowing all.that and 
also knowing that many people look down on 
you? That people call you names, curse at you, 
just because you're doing your job? 

It seems that a lot of people gravitate 

towards police work that have served in the 
military. But in warfare, the enemy is at least 
known to you. Police officers are never sure 
where the enemy is. 
‚ All this tends to bring law enforcement peo- 
ple very close together. When somebody 
remarked that the man in the cane field had 
shot a dog, one auxiliary officer turned and 
said, He didn't shoot a dog. He shot a police 
officer,” Such are the ties that bind. 

Nothing is routine in a police officer's day. 
Each call is a potential life-and-death situation. 
Is it any wonder that the job exacts a terrible 
toll in terms of broken marriages, alcoholism, 
possibly drug addiction and even suicide? 

A city policeman recently left his job. The 
reasons were rather complex, but suffice to say 
it involved a great deal of harrassment on the 
part of one particular citizen. It culminated 
with the burning of his home. Anyone would 

` have left town under the circumstances. 

Perhaps the center of that harrassment now 
grins to himself, satisfied that he won. But he 
didn’t. He lost. We all did. ^ 

Sure, cops have their fauits. They are, after 
all, only human. There's good ones, bad ones, 
and ones in between. They make mistakes. 
Some were made.this particular Saturday. 

But in the end, the prisoner was caught. 
There was no loss of life. Some property was 
damaged, but what is that in retrospect? 

When the chips are down, any law enforce- 
ment officer will put his lifé on е for any 
citizen. Remember that the next time one pulls 
you over for speeding.- ` 

And if you should happen to see an officer 
with a black band around his or her badge, _ 
you'll know that one of their own has been kill-. 
ed in the line of duty. It's' their way of 
remembering a comrade has fallen. He was just 

doing his job.

In a state aš starved for additionat 
revenue as Florida is, not having a státe- 
run lottery is simply pure stubborness 
on the part of political conservatives. 

The fotte is supported by Florida 
Education Commissioner Ralph Turl- 
ington and the campaign is headed by 
Excellence Campaign: An Education 
Lottery (EXCEL): Lottery monies have 
been proposed for use in education. 

A drive is currently underway as lot- 


“tery supporters try to gather 342,000 


signatures from registered voters in an 
attempt to get the lottery question on 
the November 1986 ballot. The question 
would then be in the hands of the voters. 

Twenty-two states presently have lot- 
teries and officials find them a great help 
in defraying costs to taxpayers. These 
lotteries are being conducted in states 
comprising about 60 percent of the na- 
tion's population. 

The New York lottery last year con- 
tributed $615 million to that state's

schools. Think what that kind of money 
could do to improve education in this 
state. : 

Gov. Bob Graham opposes state lot- 
teries and a bid in the Florida 
Legislature to get the lottery issue on 
the ballot next year was defeated. Those 
who oppose a lottery say it takes money 
from the poor, which they could use to 
buy food or pay rent, rather than taking 
a chance on winning big. They also ques- 
tion the morality of gambling, 

That thinking is hypocritical in a state 
that already allows dog racing, horse 
racing, jai-alai and bingo. They flourish 
and no one is twisting arms to par- 


` ticipate. - 


Why deny people who are caught in 
the revolving door of poverty a glimmer; 
of hope of breaking free? That money föf 
food or rent. is often. wasted.in other 
fashions, without any possibility of gain - 
ing rewards.

Walker gives passing grade on opening game 


BELLE GLADE -'"Overall we gave our team a 
passing grade on Friday's performance," said 
Glades Day Head Coach Byron Walker on his 
team's performance against Moore Haven and 
King's Academy in last weeks jamboree. 

The Gators and Moore Haven battled to a 
0-0 tie in the first quarter of play, then 
defeated King's Academy, 8-0 in the final stan- 
za. 

Walker said his team made a lot of young“ 
mistakes in the two quarters of play, but feels 
those will correct themselves as his team gains 
experience during the season. 

"We didn't practice Wednesday or Thursday 
because of the lightning, and you just can't 
step out on the field and be prepared when you 
don't practice for two days,” said Walker.

“No one knóws for sure where it came from. It 
may have come from Africa or it could have been 
a virus which mutated into another virus,” he 
noted. . 

Along with high mortality rate, the AIDS in- 
crease rate goes up every six months. 

"But," said Taveras, "the good news is that 
cases are doubling every year now instead of 
every six months. Maybe soon, it'll go up every 
two years.” 

Taveras attributes the slowing rate to the fact 
that many susceptible certain risk groups have 
already been affected. 

"In New York City, the number of cases are 
already slowing) down, because it was one of the 
first places t> be affected with AIDS," said 
Tavares. n 

The incubation period for the disease can be 
anywhere between two months to five years, 
maybe even longer. The virus is in the blood, but 
has not yet/started to cause symptoms. 

As of yet, there is no cure for AIDS. 

""There is no good, easy preventative measures 
and no medication to prevent the disease," said 
Taveras. “It is fatal. The control of infections are 
dependent on a good immune system.”
